Citizens group 
opposed to 
health care 
restructuring plans 
attend LHIN board 
meeting in Grimsby 


Dear Editor, 


On Tuesday Aug. 31 a 
few of us, representing all 
areas of Niagara, working 
together in our fight for 
equal accessible health 
care, drove to Grimsby to 
attend the monthly board 
meeting of the Hamilton 
Niagara Haldimand 
Brant Local Health 
Integration Network 
(LHIN). 

We attend these meet¬ 
ings to show that we are 
out there representing 
the people of Niagara 
that are being subjected 
to the dreadful results of 
the actions taken by the 
LHIN and the Niagara 
Health System (NHS). 

Many of the board 
members are now asking 
questions and are not just 
accepting the reports 
they are asked to vote on, 
like a puppet govern¬ 


ment, and question the 
expense and time of 
lengthy studies when gov¬ 
ernment figures and their 
figures regarding hospital 
statistics do not match. 

One board member 
who seldom, if ever, just 
accepts the information 
presented without asking 
for clarification, ques¬ 
tioned the lack of services 
in Port Dover. 

A debate went on 
about this issue, and it 
was agreed that they 
would look into the situa¬ 
tion and bring it forth at 
the next board meeting. 

The Chief Executive 
Officer (CEO) and chair 
thought it should be 
deferred and brought for¬ 
ward in six months. It 
was interesting to note 
that although Mr. 
Archibald had his hand 
up to speak, he was not 
able to because these 
meetings are run by the 
clock and it seemed that 
time was up. 

I am not a reporter, 
and these statements are 
just my observations and 
comments regarding the 
LHIN board meetings 
that are open to the pub¬ 
lic. They have a closed 
session that we cannot sit 


in on, and we have to 
leave. According to the 
agenda this meeting was 
about the CEO section, 
legal matters, and the 
CEO performance evalu¬ 
ation and CEO transition 
planning. 

The Ombudsman 
Andre Marin’s report was 
not mentioned during the 
board meeting however 
we all carried our blue 
“The LHIN Spin” books, 
should they wish to refer 

The LHIN is the gov¬ 
ernment financial body of 
the restructuring of 
health care, and they 
have much to do with the 
NHS and the Hospital 
Improvement Plan. 

We must not lose sight 
of the fact that they had 
the opportunity to stop 
the closing and down¬ 
grading of the Douglas 
Memorial Hospital, the 
Port Colborne General 
Hospital, and the cutting 
of our services. 

They are very power¬ 
ful and we cannot let our 
guard down and must 
continue to monitor and 
watch carefully.
